Dunsmuir Lodge expansion will help 
meet 11 Vic’s academic needs 
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Soccer coach 
named one 
of North 
America's best 

University of Victoria men’s soccer 
coach Bruce Wilson has been 
named one of the Confederation of 
North, Central American and 
Caribbean Association Football’s 
(CONCACAF) top players. 

Wilson’s ranking as CONCACAFs 
eighth best player of all-time is the 
result of a global survey conducted 
by the International Federation of 
Football History and Statistics, a 
leading soccer historical society 
based in Germany. 

Before joining UVic in 1988, 
Wilson played professional soccer 
for 13 years for the Vancouver 
Whitecaps, Chicago Sting, New 
York Cosmos, and the Toronto 
Blizzard. He was a member of 
Canada’s World Cup soccer team 
for 13 years, and played in the 1984 
Olympics in the U.S. He was also 
captain of the Canadian team at 
the Mexican World Cup in 1986. 

Wilson participated in 57 
international matches while 
playing for Canada between 1974 
and 1986. He retired after Canada’s 
last Mexico 1986 match against the 
former Soviet Union. 

“Bruce was and is a first-class 
professional,’’ says Clive Toye, 
senior consultant for CONCACAF. 
Toye should know. As past 
president of both the Chicago Sting 
and the Toronto Blizzard, Toye was 
so impressed with Wilson that he 
hired him twice. “He was a very 
modern player for his time in his 
ability to defend and attack,” says 
Toye. “He was very, very quick and 
had a great left foot” 

In eight years as Vikes head 
coach, Wilson has groomed a 
number of players for professional 
soccer. This spring, team member 
Dan Imhoff left UVic to play 
professional soccer in Switzerland. 

“My full concern right now is 
our soccer team,” says Wilson. 
“Currently, we’re battling for first 
place in the university league. It’s a 
lot of work but I like it” 

The CONCACAF top player of 
the century will be announced by 
the International Federation of 
Football History and Statistics in 
January, 1999. 



A major expansion and renovation of 
the university’s Dunsmuir Lodge 
facility has been approved by the 
University of Victoria’s board of 
governors. 

The expansion will allow UVic to 
meet the growing demand for 
advanced life-long learning activities 
and mid-career training in the 
community, government and private 
sectors. At the same time, it will 
provide new opportunities for course 


UVic’s Centre for Global Studies is 
bringing together some of the best 
brains in the country to help solve 
the problems of global governance as 
it relates to sustainable development, 
human security, and national 
security. 

“This interdisciplinary research 
centre is motivated in part by the 
recognition that in the university 
community you have a lot of people 
working on big public policy issues, 
but the results of their work don’t 
necessarily get seen by those in the 
policy process,” says Dr. Gordon 
Smith, director of the centre. “People 
involved in that process don’t have 
time to read academic journals or 
books. When they do have time to 
read, it has to be material that is 
short and action-oriented. 

“In addition, a new global agenda 
is emerging due to a growing 
interdependence among countries,” 
says Smith. “The result is a series of 
major problems that have to be 
tackled and to which the university 
can bring real value.” 

Climate change is one of these 


delivery and programming for 
faculties and departments across the 
university. The project will also help 
to relieve the shortage of suitable 
space on campus for these initiatives. 

The board decision was made at 
its Sept. 28 meeting. The university is 
now seeking the approval of the 
District of North Saanich for the 
project. 

With municipal approval, the 24- 
year-old conference facility would be 


problems. “We all saw the process 
leading up to the Kyoto Conference 
late last year, in which Canadian 
policy was pretty unconvincingly 
put forward,” Smith says. “In fact 
there really wasn’t a policy; there 
was a policy vacuum. And these are 
areas where UVic expertise can cut 
across traditional academic bounda¬ 
ries. The centre can bring together 
resources that can really have an 
impact on public policy.” 

According to Smith, such topics 
require more than one type of 
expertise. “You need climatologists, 
alternate energy people, political 
scientists, economists. You need 
multidisciplinary teams to tackle 
these sorts of issues.” 

It is this multidisciplinary 
approach that the centre brings to 
its research. Currently, the centre for 
global studies is working with UVic’s 
centre for studies in religion and 
society and the university’s institute 
for dispute resolution on a project on 
religion and conflict. “From our 
research, we plan to produce policy 
briefs that are highly focused and 


refurbished into a world-class, multi¬ 
use training and conference centre. 
The expansion would add 60 more 
bedrooms, two tiered classrooms, a 
large meeting area and enhanced 
recreation space, for a total addition 
of 4,800 square metres to the existing 
6,700sqm lodge. 

The estimated capital cost of the 
project is $10.4 million. Financing will 
come through a business loan secured 
by a mortgage on the property. 


action-oriented,” says Smith. 

The environment isn’t the only 
problem the centre will tackle. Right 
now, the centre is studying interna¬ 
tional organized crime, with a 
conference planned for the spring of 
next year. 

Prior to coming to UVic, Smith 
was deputy minister of the Depart¬

While the land and facility are 
owned by the university, Dunsmuir is 
operated by an independent society, 
the Island Pacific Institute Founda¬ 
tion. No university funds will be 
involved in the expansion/renova¬ 
tion or its subsequent operation. 

District approval by January 
would allow the upgraded facility to 
be ready by late 1999 or early 2000.

New centre for global studies tackles world problems 
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Board defers decision on classroom naming 


The University of Victoria board of 
governors has deferred a decision 
on recognition of donors inside the 
nearly completed Centre for 
Innovative Teaching. A decision 
will be made once the donors have 
been consulted about some of the 
possible options. 

At the Sept. 28 board meeting 
UVic President David Strong 
brought forward the recommenda¬ 
tion of the advisory committee on 
naming buildings and facilities that 
major donors to the centre be 
acknowledged in the form of 
donors’ names being used for 
particular rooms and/or appearing 
on a donor wall, in accordance 
with board policy. 

Student board members Sandra 
Guarascio and Ritu Mahil objected 
to naming rooms within the 
building for corporate donors, but 


had no objection to their recogni¬ 
tion inside the centre on the 
proposed donor wall. Strong 
indicated that, if the board wished, 
he could approach the major 
donors to the centre to see if they 
had strong feelings about the way 
in which their contributions would 
be recognized. 

The board then passed a motion 
asking the president to consult the 
donors on the issue, and to explore 
options including limiting recogni¬ 
tion to the donor wall or proposing 
the names of individuals rather 
than corporations for rooms in the 
centre. Strong will bring his 
recommendation to the next 
meeting of the board.

reputation and has been a success as 
a conference facility over the years,” 
says Dr. Don Rowlatt, UVic’s vice 
president finance and operations, “but 
it was built in 1974, and it’s now 
reached an age where it requires 
updating. That means a substantial 
re-investment in the physical plant to 
ensure Dunsmuir can compete with 
newer facilities. The status quo isn’t 
an option. Without the renovation, it 
will become increasingly difficult for 
Dunsmuir to compete in the advanced 
training conference business.” 

University needs have changed 
dramatically in the 13 years since 
UVic acquired the lodge, Rowlatt says. 

“More space at Dunsmuir would 


the more frequent users of the 
upgraded facility, but the proposal 
has attracted interest from units 
across the campus. Dr. Anita Molzahn 
of the faculty of human and social 
development, was among the deans 
consulted about the project. 

“There’s a lot of potential for new 
programs to be offered there,” she 
says. “This past summer, the institute 
for dispute resolution offered a very 
successful program for senior 
administrators. With larger facilities, 
a greater number of people could 
have attended. Our program in 
indigenous governance, for example, 
could begin to use Dunsmuir for 
professional development sessions and

mean that we could respond to the 
demand for new types of courses and 
programs and meet the needs of new 
kinds of students. The upgraded lodge 
would allow us to achieve those 
academic goals and put Dunsmuir at 
the forefront of this type of facility in 
North America.” 

The new Dunsmuir proposal has 
benefited from the expertise of Bill 
Pattison, honorary professor in the 
faculty of business, chair of the hotel 
and restaurant program, and the 
founder and former CEO of the Delta 
hotel chain. Pattison, who has been 
involved in the development and 
operation of several similar facilities, 
says that the expanded lodge will 
generate enough additional revenue 
to repay the loan, maintain the 
enhanced facility, and provide 
financial support for other UVic 
academic initiatives. 

The university’s faculty of 
business and the division of continu- 
_ ing studies are expected to be among 


workshops. There’s a great deal of 
potential with even a little more 
space.” 

Jerry Robson, UVic’s executive 
director of facilities management and 
the person responsible for guiding 
the project through its various stages, 
says that significant changes to 
university buildings almost always 
prompt questions and concerns from 
those in the surrounding area. 

“This project is designed to 
preserve the character of Dunsmuir 
Lodge and its environment. These are 
essential qualities that have 
contributed significantly to the 
lodge’s success in the past. We’re not 
about to do anything to impair 
them,” says Robson. “We’re already 
working with our neighbours and 
the district to identify and deal 
with any issues or concerns.” 

The 40-hectare Dunsmuir 
property was donated to UVic in 1985 
by the late George Poole of Poole 
Construction Ltd. (PCL).

EMERGENCY AWARENESS DAY 

Are you ready for a disaster? 


Do you have an emergency 
survival kit at home and in the 
workplace? Does it have the right 
‘stuff in it? What else can you do 
to prepare for a disaster? How is 
the university organized to handle 
an emergency situation? 

You can find out the answers to 
these and other critical ‘survival’ 
questions at the UVic Emergency 
Awareness Day event in the 
Student Union Building, Oct. 14, 

9 a.m - 4:00 p.m. 

The day coincides with the 
United Nations World Disaster 
Reduction Day-held every year 
during the second week of 
October—which is designed to 
make people more aware of what 
they can do to protect themselves, 
their communities and their 
countries from natural hazards. 

The goal of Emergency Aware¬ 
ness Day at UVic is to increase 
awareness in disaster preparedness 
and to promote student involve¬ 
ment, says Don Lovell, UVic’s 
emergency planner. “In particular, 
we want to reach the faculty and 
students who weren’t around in 
May when we held an Emergency 
Preparedness Week.” 

Lovell is quite aware that most 
people don’t know how or where 
to start their personal emergency 
planning. That’s why the univer¬ 
sity stages special events on the 
topic, he says. 


“People know that emergency 
planning is something they should 
do, but they can’t seem to find the 
time to do it,” says Lovell. “Plus, it’s 
hard enough to pay the bills every 
month, without having to think 
about buying things that hopefully 
will never be needed.” 

The other problem, he says, is 
that many of us have never 
experienced a wide-scale disaster, 
and can’t visualize what it would 
be like when basic resources—such 
as water, food, and electricity—are 
not available for days, perhaps 
weeks. 

UVic’s Emergency Awareness 
Day event will include guest 
speakers such as Diane Johnson 
from First Aid & Survival Tech¬ 
nologies Ltd. (11 a.m.), who will 
talk about emergency preparedness 
survival kits. Barry Akehurst, 
regional manager of the Provincial 
Emergency Program (2 p.m.), will 
discuss emergency preparedness in 
Victoria and Vancouver Island. 

And Lovell (3 p.m.), will describe 
emergency preparedness on 
campus. 

There will also be a video 
presentation (noon -1:30 p.m.) on 
how other universities have 
handled major emergencies. And at 
a trade expo taking place through¬ 
out the day, local companies will 
demonstrate the latest in emer¬ 
gency survival and first-aid kits,

Job offers learning 
experience— in more 
ways than one 

The World Cup of soccer was a real eye-opener for University of Victoria 
biology student Jan Cowan, who spent the summer in Brazil working in a 
shellfish laboratory. 

“During games the streets were empty and banks and schools were 
closed,” says Cowan. “There was a real sense of pride and there were parties 
after every game.” 

Cowan spent four months in Florianopolis, an old fishing village in the 
southern Brazilian state of Santa Catarina. She was hired through the 
Brazilian Mariculture Linkage Program, directed by Dr. Jack Littlepage 
(biology), and funded by the Canadian International Development Agency. 

Displaced fishermen are being trained in shellfish aquaculture-and by 
the time the $5 million CIDA funding ends in 2001, it’s hoped a permanent 
aquaculture training facility will be created. 

Cowan says that, like a lot of fishermen, the Brazilians have found it 
hard to accept changing times. But about 70 former fishermen are now 
growing oysters and enjoying modest success. Water conditions are good 
and grow-out operations are being kept on a small, sustainable scale so 
that benefits are kept within the village and the state. 

Cowan had to learn Portugese quickly and the relaxed pace (lunch 
breaks that stretch to two-and-a-half hours) took some getting used to. 
“Having fun is a big priority” says Cowan. It’s that mind-set that also 
helped Brazilians overcome the crushing loss to France in the World Cup 
final. They called It “Black Sunday” but the defeat was soon shrugged off. 

“For them,” says Cowan, “what’s upsetting today is forgotten tomorrow.”

Hot vents expedition surveys volcano site

D r. Verena Tunnicliffe (earth 
and ocean sciences) barely 
had time to get her land legs 
back when she found herself sitting 
in front of a TV camera for an 
interview with the Discovery 
Channel. 

The University of Victoria 
marine biologist and 34 other 
Canadian and American scientists 
had just returned the night before 
(Sept. 20) from NeMO Cruise 98—an 
expedition 320 km off of the west 
coast to assess deep-sea animal life 
after the eruption of the Axial 
underwater volcano. 

Tunnicliffe and Dr. Kim Juniper 
of the University du Quebec a 
Montreal described their findings in 
an interview with the daily science 
news magazine, @discovery.ca } 
broadcast Sept. 22. 

Earthquakes recorded near the 
volcano site in January suggested a 
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large eruption had occurred near 
bizarre life-forms that scientists are 
just beginning to understand. 
Operating the Sidney-based ROPOS 
remote-controlled submersible from 
on board a U.S. research vessel, 
researchers confirmed that an 
eruption had taken place and that 
2000-degree Celsius lava flows had 
devastated the unique hot vent 
communities. 

But new life has quickly returned. 

“What we were able to find were 
the sights of this new hydro-thermal 
venting and all sorts of animals that 
already had settled to the point 
where they were adults and 
reproducing,” Tunnicliffe said on 
@discovery.ca. 

It took a week of searching with 
ROPOS before scientists realized they 
had found the actual site of the lava 
flow, 1,500 metres below the surface, 
because “a two to three millimetre 
‘rusty fluff of iron oxide had 
already formed on the new rock,”

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Juniper added. “We were there early 
enough to see the beginning of the 
food chain ” 

The other clue to the presence of 
new rock was that fields of 
tubeworms, nearly two metres tall, 
that once inhabited the site had 
disappeared. 

“Hundreds of thousands of worm 
lives were lost here,” Tunnicliffe 
wrote on the NeMO Cruise 98 Website 
(http://newport.pmel.noaa.gov/ 
nemo_cruise98/). 

But not all of the tubeworms 
were wiped-out by lava. Their 
larvae, floating through the water 
column, are finding the new hot 
vents and re-establishing the colony. 


Sea water percolating through 
cracks in the ocean floor is heated 
by molten rock and returned 
through the geyser-like hot vents. 
The heated water carries with it 
heavy metals and sulphides that 
feed bacteria, tube worms, palm 
worms, and dozens of other 
creatures. 

Tubeworms—resembling giant 
white sausages—cope with the harsh 
environment by taking in sulfides, 
carbon dioxide and oxygen through 
their gills and converting them to 
sugar. They multiply when males 
fertilize the females and embryos 
are released into the water where 
they become larvae and float 


around for several days before 
latching on to a hot vent. 

Tunnicliffe—who has studied 
hydrothermal life along the Juan de 
Fuca Ridge for 16 years—brought 
back live tubeworms to her lab. She 
hopes the specimens will provide 
sperm and egg samples to help 
researchers grow new tubeworms 
and broaden their understanding of 
reproduction and development 
processes, life-spans of larvae, and 
whether they’re attracted to hot 
vents by bacteria or by hydrogen 
sulfides. 

“We’re trying to put together the 
story of the growth of the babies,” 
says Tunnicliffe.

New program trains students for 
booming information technology sector 


Canada’s technology sector is 
growing twice as fast as other 
sectors of the national economy but 
there’s a scarcity of qualified people 
to fill all the positions created by this 
booming industry. Currently, there are 
approximately 20,000 unfilled 
technical positions in Canada. 

A new UVic certificate program 
is addressing this shortage by 
offering students the skills and 
knowledge they need for careers in 
the country’s information technol¬ 
ogy sector. The Certificate Program 
in Application and Management of 


Information Technology (AMIT), 
offered by the technology, engineer¬ 
ing and computing (TEC) program 
area in the division of continuing 
studies, is a full-time, one-year 
program providing technical, 
business, management and career 
development training. 

“The program allows you to enter 
the information technology industry 
in a short period of time and is 
focused on those who aren’t in the 
industry now,” says Elizabeth 
Vannan, program coordinator 
responsible for administration, 


admissions and curriculum. “We help 
people get that first job.” 

AMIT offers a blend of academic 
theory and hands-on technical 
training on leading-edge software in 
an adult education environment. 
Students will be offered assistance in 
obtaining 16-week, paid internships 
in the third term of the program. 

“We have a 97 per cent place¬ 
ment rate for interns and a 95 per 
cent placement rate for grads of 
similar programs offered by TEC 
programs,” says Conrad Bartles, 
program coordinator responsible for 
intern and graduate work place¬ 
ments. “Not surprisingly, the course is 
incredibly popular. Our January 
course is already full, so anyone who 
wants to take our training will have 
to wait until May” 

“Many of our students come from 
industries that are being downsized 
— such as forestry and fisheries,” 
says Vannan. “As well, quite a few 
people are from the military. Over 
30 per cent of our students are 
women and we’ve also attracted 
students with disabilities.” 

Besides acquiring academic 
certification, graduates are also 
qualified to take Microsoft Certified 
Systems Engineer (MCSE) and Oracle 
certification exams, and may elect to 
write additional exams for other 
technical certifications. For more 
information about AMIT, contact the 
program administration office at 
472-4666 or check out AMIT’s Website 
at <http://www.uvcs.uvic.ca/ 
tecweb>. 
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MARKET RESEARCH SHOWS BIG INTEREST 


CD-ROMs give ESL learners 
a cultural edge

W hile crossing your arms 
and closing your eyes 
signifies deep concentra¬ 
tion in Japan, it’s more likely to 
indicate a lack of interest to North 
American business people. Cultural 
differences such as these have led the 
University of Victoria’s English 
Language Centre in the division of 
continuing studies to produce two 
CD-ROMs that teach English-as-a- 
second-language (ESL) learners about 
North American culture. 

“Money to burn,’ like every idiom, 
has a literal meaning and a cultural 
meaning,” says Dr. Wes Koczka, dean 
of continuing studies. “That’s why we 
developed the CD-ROM, North 
American English Language Idioms, 
which gives users a literal meaning 
and a cultural meaning for idioms. 

“Take the idiom ‘He was green 
with envy’,” continues Koczka. “It can 
mean his face turned green, which is 
the literal meaning, or that he really 
wanted something that somebody 
else had.” 

The CD-ROM uses a story about 
life at UVic to teach 192 idioms and is 
marketed to all individuals learning 
about English and cultural life in 
North America. It has just been 
released for distribution. 

Sometimes fluency in the language 
used around the meeting table isn’t 
enough to close a deal or make a 
good impression. That’s why the 
English Language Centre has also 
designed the CD-ROM, Business 
English: Meetings It gives users more 
than just the proper phrases needed 
to make presentations or persuade a 
client. For example, it offers tips on 
the protocol and customs involved in 
conducting North American 
business inside the boardroom or 
out on the golf course. This CD-ROM 
has been marketed around the globe 
for over a year. 

A UVic grad and his brother are 
marketing the CDs in Japan. Hugh and 
Alastair Graham-Marr, co-founders of 
Abax Limited, began their overseas 
careers as English teachers. After 
developing their own learning 
assistance games and books for 
children and adult learners, they 
joined forces in 1994 to form a 
company to distribute their material. 

“Doing business in Japan is terribly 
complicated,” says Hugh. “There are a 
lot of face-to-face meetings.” He 
discovered the centre's CD-ROM at a 
national fair at UVic for ESL teachers 
and was impressed with its content. 

“Our initial market research 
indicates there’s a big interest in the 
cultural element associated with

business meetings among the 20-40 
age group,” says Alastair, who 
graduated from UVic in 1990 with a 
double major in economics and 
political science. He’s currently 
completing a distance MA in applied 
linguistics through Macquarie 
University in Sydney, Australia. 
(Brother Hugh graduated from the 
University of Toronto.) 

The brothers anticipate wide 
acceptance of the CD-ROM in major 
education institutions and private 
language-training schools throughout 
Japan. “The advantage to UVic 
through this distribution agreement 
is Hugh and Alastair’s knowledge,” 
says Koczka. “We don’t have the 
capacity or the capability to develop 
their expertise. We just want to make 
the product.” 

Victoria-based Advanced Technol¬ 
ogy Marketing (ATM) is distributing 


the Business English: Meetings CD- 
ROM in Europe. ATM Manager 
Lorraine Keeker says that at $100 per 
CD, sales are slow but steady. 

“Pricing is the biggest hurdle,” 
says Keeker. “We went in selling it as 
a high-end product and we found 
out that people weren’t willing to 
buy it. Of course, the fall of the 
Asian market has impacted it as 
well.” 

The brothers plan to create an 
accompanying textbook and market 
it as a package in bookstores. They’ll 
also take the CD-ROM to educational 
fairs. Despite the busy schedule 
demanded by their expanding 
business, both brothers still teach. 

“I want to spend one day a week 
at feast in the classroom,” says Hugh. 
“I don’t want to lose direct touch 
with the market.” “I enjoy teaching,” 
adds Alastair. “It’s a particularly 
enjoyable thing to do. You get to see 
the positive side of human nature.” 

UVic has a three-year distribution 
agreement with Abax, which 
anticipates distributing a minimum 
of 1,500 units each year. A second 
deal is being developed with Abax to 
distribute the new idiom CD-ROM. 

“We have a series of eight CD- 
ROMs planned,” says Koczka. “The 
next one will be on North American 
culture and etiquette. But there are 
an awful lot of idioms in North 
America. Maybe we could do a 
second volume on idioms.”

Me Ghee was also a community 
program counsellor with the Upward 
Bound/Vision Quest program at the 
University of Minnesota. Through this 
and other tribal government pro¬ 
grams he acquired extensive experi¬ 
ence counselling First Nations people 
in the U.S., and looks forward to 
continuing this work at UVic. 

“I’m glad there’s a focus on First 
Nations counselling at UVic and that 
it’s not being ignored,” Me Ghee says. 
“There are issues that could be 
overlooked, such as grief and loss 
experienced by First Nations students, 
issues to which faculty may some-

times not be attentive.” 

Knodel joins UVic after working as 
a registered psychologist in Victoria. 
She holds a PhD in counselling 
psychology from the University of 
Alberta and an MA from UBC where
